Rumors of hard fighting and of 
brilliant successes followed one anoth­ 
er, but when the truth at last became 
public property it was shown th at the 
American m arines had been among the 
bravest of the brave in th at crisis. Be­ 
fore the column left Tientsin and while 
the commanders from different coun­ 
tries were discussing w hat should be 
done McCaila cut short the argum ent 
by saying. “ Forw ard to Peking!”

Sows laws regarding students’ 
which prevailed at Harvard up to 
Ie middle of the last century are illus­ 
trated by two eighteenth century waist­ 
coats which are among the*collectionv 
of the Reston Art museum. One was 
worn by a member of the class of 1749 
and the other by his son In 17S4. 
The latter waistcoat is olive green In 
color, conforming to the college Regula­ 
tions, which required either blue gray, 
plain black, "nankeen”—a kind of buff 
—or olive. The coat and breeches which 
originally went with It, as one may 
rend In the old time Harvard "Laws,” 
were bine gray. Freshmen of that date 
were allowed only plain buttonhole*, 
sophomores leaped to the dignity of 
having buttons on their cuffs, junior* 
might have Inexpensive frogs to their 
buttonholes except that they might not 
have them on their caff buttonholes, 
and the senior enjoyed frogs, button­ 
holes and buttons complete. 
Senior* 
and Juniors were permitted also to 
wear black Oxford gowns, such as are 
worn at graduation today, and a “night 
gown,” or dressing gown, was per­ 
missible on certain unimportant occa­ 
sions. 
It cost “not more than IO shil­ 
lings” for every appearance of gold of 
silver adornment. 
The rules of costume were changed, 
of course, from time to time. In 1828, 
for example, the prescribed dress con­ 
sisted of a black mixed coat, single 
breasted, “with a rolling cape square 
at the end and with pocket flaps, the 
waist reaching to the natural waist, 
with lapels of the same length.”

explained that “black mixed,” called 
also Oxford mixed, was black with not 
more than ene-twentieth nor less than 
one-twenty-flfth part of white.

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STONEWALL DESTROYING A WAR DISPATCH. 
Confederates under General Joe John­ 
ston opened for McClellan the pass to 
Richmond in the center of the penin­ 
sula. H is troops w ent rapidly forward 
in the tracks of the retreating enemy. 
There w as but one road over the bar­ 
ren sandy peninsula, and the march of 
the army w as slow. 
W ith McClellan actually marching 
on Richmond, the hour had come for 
the arm ies in w aiting w estw ard to 
close down from the direction of the 
upper Jam es. 
But there happened to 
be an opposing force, rather a genius, 
In the Shenandoah valley who must 
first be reckoned 
with. 
This w as 
Stonew all Jackson, a soldier chiefly 
known at that tim e as the hero of a 
picturesque Incident of the first Bull 
Run.

STONE VV AX Ii DKS THO YING A WAR DISPATCH. 
Confederates under General Joe John­ 
ston opened for McClellan the pass to 
Richmond In the ceuter of the penin­ 
sula. Ills troops went rapidly forward 
In the tracks of the retreating enemy 
There was but one road over the bar 
ren sandy peninsula, aud the march of 
the army was slow’. 
With McClellan actually marching 
on Richmond, the hour had come for 
the armies In waiting westward to 
close down from the direction of the 
upper James. 
But there happened to 
be an opposing force, rather a genius, 
In the Shenandoah valley who must 
first bo reckoned with. 
This was 
Stonewall Jackson, a soldier chiefly 
known at that time as tho hero of a 
picturesque incident of the first Bull 
Run. 
Ile had indeed played his part 
in a small way as the savior of the val­ 
ley some weeks before. 
When Mc­ 
Clellan had got his army well away 
from the front of Washington aud en 
route for the peninsula, all of Banks’ 
troops except Shields’ division had been 
taken across the mountains eastward 
to act as a sort of reserve for MeDow-| 
ell In his task of guarding Washing­ 
ton. 
Stonewall was supposed by his 
enemies to be In retreat. With ohs foe 
menacing him on the west, another in 
ms front on the north and McDowell 
between bim and Richmond, retreat 
would have been the natural move for 
a general lacking in audacity. 
Jack­ 
son did, in fact retreat up the valley 
from in front of Banks at Winchester, 
but he quickly turned about and at­ 
tacks) so vtgorovnlv on the 22d of 
1 March that Banks recalled his soldiers 
I from the eau of the mountain mid f> r* 


On the Confederate side the war 
Hie first week in May, 1862, was wait­ 
ing for a hero, and Stonewall proved 
himself the man. 
He was a student 
In war committed to two theories. One 
theory was, “Always mystify, mislead 
and surprise your emmy,” and the 
other, “Hurl your own force on only a 
part of your enemy and c ru sllit” The 
valley wns a scene well suited for his 
policy. 
Between the Potomac river, 
the base for tho Federals, and Staun­ 
ton. tile base for the Confederates, the 
valley is IOO miles long. 
There nre 
passes to the east and to the west, all 
to be guarded to keep the army out or 
to hem it In. 
Jackson s< t out for a 
game of hide and seek, with occasional 
battles, to keep up a Federal scare in 
the valley, threaten to cross the Poto­ 
mac nnd In this way compel the Wash­ 
ington government to hold a large force 
in the vicinity. 
This would weaken 
the besiegers of Richmond and by just 
so much strengthen its defenders. 
Jackson’s first concern was to look 
out for his base at Staunton. This was 
threatened early in May by the march 
of two divisions of Fremont’s army 
across the western mountains towaffi 
Staunton. 
Suddenly Jackson’s entire 
force, except his cavalry pickets, dis- 
nppeared from tin* valley. 
His sol­ 
diers marched east in the uight through 
two gai>s In tile Blue Ridge, and the 
friendly people of the valley were told 
they would go to Richmond on the J 
Virginia Central railroad. They board- 
led the cars at an obscure station and 
I at night steamed westward to Staun­ 
ton. 
a hurried march took the col­ 
umn to the mountain town of McDow­ 
ell, and there on May 8 Jackson, hav­ 
ing completely mystified and surprised 
his enemy, struck a weak part of his 
force and crushed it. 
Fremont’s ad­ 
vance, led by Milroy and Schenck, had 
reached McDowell on the way to 
Staunton. The battle was fought with 
muskets alone, for the scene was a 
mountain top where artillery eould uot 
be brought to the flrlug line. Jackson 
won the fight, and his enemy retreated 
back to Fremont’s main camp. 
Stonewall passed the uight of May 
8 in the house of a citizen of McDow­ 
ell. 
Next morning one of his officers 
who was going to Staunton called to 
see lf the general had any messages to 
send to Richmond. Jackson sat down 
nnd wrote what he said was a dispatch 
to be wired from Staunton to President 
Davis. He wrote nearly half a page of 
foolscap, then, standing in front of a 
fireplace, read It over carefully and 
tossed it Into the flames. Another m e s ­ 
sage, not quite as long as the first, 
was written and likewise thrown into 
the fire. Then be wrote two lines, say­ 
ing. “Providence blessed our arms 
with a victory at McDowell yester­ 
day.” 
Perhaps if those burned dispatches 
had fallen into unfriendly hands they 
would have told too much. 
Jackson 
had more mystery in his mind, 
He 
sent his cavalry to follow up Milroy 
and Schenck on the road to West Vir 
ginia and also down to the valley to 
confront Banks at Strasburg. 
Once 
more the little army of the Shenan­ 
doah disappoared from public view nnd 
was wrapped In mystery to all except 
the faithful few whose business It was 
to know. The army eould not be hid­ 
den from itself, but its leader kept bis 
plans to himself, yne of his generals, 
who was second iii rank and would 
have commanded the troops in case of 
accident to Jackson, came away from 
an interview with his chief rating him 
bitterly for stupidity. “Why,” said he, 
“I went to him for orders, and he sim­ 
ply told me to take my men to Staun­ 
ton; never said a word about his 
plans. 
I haven’t the slightest Idea 
what they may be. 
Don’t believe he 
bas the sense of a horse.” 
Meanwhile Jackson was communicat­ 
ing by stealth with General Johnston 
in front of Richmond. 
He was asking 
for orders to uttaek Banks und keep 
up the scare In the valley as well us ut 
Washington so that the Federals would 
be prevented from marching away to 
re-enforce McClellan und McDowell in 
the coming attack on Richmond. Jack­ 
son had already received department 
Instruction very much in the vein of 
Commodore Schley’s when he went aft­ 
er the Colon in the harbor of Santiago. 
He was told not to risk bis tro o p s in at­ 
tacks upon fortified positions. 
Bunks 
bad fortified Strasburg. What was an 
obedient aud at the same time auda­ 
cious commander to do? But Jackson 
was equal to the dilemma. It required 
a few more days of mystifying Banks 
and Fremont with his few squadrons 
of cavalry and a few more marches 
und countermarches of his soldiers, 
with a rolling backward and forward 
of railway trains, to instill into the 
minds of gossiping women aud country­ 
men that Jackson was off to Richmond 
to help beat McClellan. 
Was uot Fre­ 
mont massing bls 20,000 men at Frank­ 
lin, only two days’ march from Jack­ 
son’s base at Staunton? Was not Banks 
growing stronger every day at Stras­ 
burg? Jackson was bugged, In the eyes 
of clumsy strategists, for Fremont 
hemmed in the valley on the west, 
Banks on the north nnd McDowell east 
of the Blue Ridge. Retreat alone could 
save Stonewall, and, since nothing had 
been seen of him and little beurd of 
him since he struck the lightning blow 
«l M ilroy May s. he must Uuve retreat­ 
ed aud would next be beard of In front 
of Richmond. So the campaign rested
